Reuter’s Athens correspondent says 
that the appeal addressed by the Greek 
government to neutral nations recapit- 
ulates events in Greece since the out- 
break of the war, which are “repre- 
sented as trials supported with dig- 
nity.”

Russian Report Admits 


Troops of Von Mackensen 
Move Swiftly From South 
While Von Falkenhayn Is 
Increasing Pressure on 
North and West. 


DIVERSION STARTED 
BY RUSSIAN FORCES 
IS WITHOUT EFFECT 


Little Infantry Fighting on 
Other Fronts—Artillery 
Duels Feature Fighting in 
France and on the Italian 
Frontier. 


New York, November 30.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press, From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The (forces of Field 
Marshal von Mackensen are almost 
within shelling distance of the south- 
ern forts which protect Bucharest, the 
capital of Rumania. Driving along the 
railroad leading north from Giurgiu, 
Von Mackensen has captured the town 
of Tzomana, sixteen miles south of 
Bucharest, and at last accounts was 
still making progress toward his ob- 
jective. 

Meanwhile the army of General von 
Falkenhayn is keeping up its pressure 
against’ the Rumanians west and 
northwest of the capital, in the cen- 
ter having forced the Rumanians to 
fall bacWwto Glavatziotzu, 37 giles from 
Bucharest, and farther north having 
captured the town of Campulung, thus 
opening the way for the unhindered 
advance of additional trbops of the 
central powers through the Torzburg 
pass. into Wallachia. The offensive 
begun by the Russians in the region 
of Kirlibaba apparently is not imped- 
ing to any extent the Teutonic inrogds 
into Rumania, Additional gains are 
conceded to the Russians in this region 
but again it is asserted that they have 
been dearly paid for in casualties. The 
Rumanians on the north and north- 
west fronts have made progress in the 


}Buzeu and Prahova valleys.

“Macedonian Front: Northwest of 
Monastir a hostile advance failed. The 
Serbians were again driven from the 
west slope of the Ruin mountain near 
Grunishte. The enemy in the last few 
days had repeatedly attacked in vain 
the summit of this mountain.”

Rome, November 30.—(Via London.) 
“In the Trentino movements of the 
enemy are reported in the Sarca valley, 
on the northern slopes of Mont Pasubio 
and in the upper Astico valley,’ says 
today's official report. “Owing to. the 
fine weather there were artillery actions 
along the whole front. Asiago plateau, 
in the area east of Gorizia and on 
the Carso.

BODY OF LATE EMPEROR 


London, December ‘1.—The funeral 
procession of the late Emperor Francis 
Joseph, says a Vienna dispatch receiv- 
ed by way of Berne, left at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon the Hofburg 
chapel, where the body had lain in 
state since Monday, and traversed the 
streets of Vienna to Saint Stephen’s 
cathedral. The hearse was surrounded 
by an imperial bodyguard, lackeys and 
pages bearing torches and crucifixes. 

The route was lined with ‘troops, in- 
fantry and cavalry, and thousands of 
spectators crowded the _ streets and 
houses. Emperor Charles drove to the 
cathedral, where he waited with the em- 
press, the kings of Bulgaria, Bavaria, 
Saxony and Wurtemberg and nearly a 
hundred other members of the im- 
perial family and other royal houses. 

Cardinal Piffl, archbishop of Vienna, 
officiated, assisted by four cardinals, 
ten bishops and forty-eight priests. At 
the conclusion of the funeral service 
‘Emperor Charles walked behind the 
coffin to the Capuchin church. This is 
a smali edifice, and only a few of the 
privileged were able to enter. The 
coffin then was borne to the crypt. 
The emperor, the grand master of the 
court and two chamberlains followea 
into the crypt and formally transferred 
the body to the custody of the Capuchin 
monk and the golden key of the coffin 
to the senior monk. 

As Emperor Charles reascended to 
the church the boom of artillery in 
salute sounded in the distance. 


Efforts to Clear Path 
For Emperor Charles 
Reported Unsuccesstul 


London, November 80.—A Berne dis- 
patch to the Wireless Press says that 
negotiations undertaken by the Aus- 
trian ptemier, Dr. Ernest von Koerber, 
with Austrian political leaders in an 
attempt to obtain assurances that there 
will be no opposition to the govern- 
ment when Emperor Charles opens par- 
liament, and that the Czechs will not 
protest against the penalties which 
have been imposed on Czech deputies, 
have been unsuccessful. 

The dispatch also say’s that the depu- 
ties of the Hungarian independent par- 
ty have decided to absent themselves 
from the funeral of Emperor Francis 
Joseph in token of disapproval of the 
late emperor’s aggressive war policy. 


BRITISH CASUALTIES 


IN NOVEMBER 74,650 


London, November 30.—British casu- 
alties in the month of November as re- 
ported from all fronts were 74,650 

Of the total, 2,351 of the casualties 
were among officers and 72,299 men. 

There was a marked falling off in the 
November losses as compared with re- 
cent months, probably owing to the 
slowing down of the Somme campaign 
on account of bad weather. The aver- 
ege daily loss in October was 3,542 
compared with 2,488 in November. The 
November casualties bring up the total 


of British ‘casualties reported in the 
five months since the beginning of the 
Somme offensive to 488,802.

“No, I won't go; I want to die,” said 
Mrs. Ida Chastain, aged 27, at her 
home on Marietta street, to the at- 
taches of the Grady hospital, as they 
rushed to save her life, after she had 
taken a dose of strychnine.

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DECLARES GERMANY 
S READY FOR PEACE 


Hollweg States That Coun- 
try Is Ready to End War 
if Guarantees of Existence 
and Future of Nation Are 
Given. 


Berlin, November 30.—(By Wireless 
_to Sayville.)\—In an address to the 
' reichstag yesterday, in introducing the 
man power bill, Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg again announced that 
Germany was ready to end the war by 
@ peace guaranteeing the existence and 
future of the nation. 

In presenting the bill providing for 
compulsory service of civilians for war 
purposes, the chancellor spoke in re- 
gard to the military situation and the 
purposes of the measure. It was the 
chancellor’s sixtieth birthday and his 
desk was decorated with chrysanthe- 
mums. 

“The war continues with its destruc- 
tive forces,” the chancellor said. “Ac- 
cordingly our enemies desire it. They 
celebrated the past summer as a period 
of victory. But did they obtain what 
they wanted? . 

“Our lines are unbroken, and Ru- 
mania, where a great change of events 
was expected, is now atoning for what 
she did. God has helped us up to the 
present. He will help us furthef. 

“The almost superhuman heroism of 
our troops, which cannot be expressed 
in words of thanks, and our clear con- 
science, since we, the first and only 
ones, were ready and are ready to end 
the war by a peace guaranteeing our 
existence and our future—they give us 
moral right to such confidence. 

“But, gentlemen, this right ought not 


do not yet desire peace. 


“They have superior numbers at 


their command and almost the whole | 


world delivers war material to them.” 
The chancellor urged the necessity 
to do everything in Germany's power 
in order to manufacture the necessary 
war material, saying: 
“Hands that are idle assist the en- 


emy. 
The bill, he continued, had been dis- 


cussed with the interested trades and 
in the reichstag main committee, and 
was in harmony with the patriotic 
spirit shown by the whole nation since 
the beginning of the war. 

“On behalf of the confederate gov- 
ernments,” the chancellor continued; “I 
ask you to assist in the work which 
will bring us new strength and guide 
us toward victory and peace.” 

Role of War Material. 


The war minister, Lieutenant General 
von Stein, pointed out the paramount 
role of war material during the pres- 
ent conflict. He said the heroism of 
the troops at the front imposed upon 
eve German at home the hecessity of 
providing the requisite materials, and 
added: 

“The enemy has suffered appalling 
losses from our artillery. For a long 
time a very energetic French general 
stood opposite my sector. We found 
on ‘prisoners and on the dead docu- 
ments which mostly were incomprehen- 
sible to us. From them we learned how 


jmany death sentences were passed by 


the general on his own soldiers. At the 
time of our victorious attack on the 
much-talked-of wire hedge at Thiep- 
val, behind which machine guns were 
placed, the order was given: Whdever 
retreats will be shot. At the time of 
the attack on the heights south of 
Avricourt soldiers captured there stat- 
ed they had received the order: Every 
one who retreats will be shot. 

-“To us such an order is incompre- 
hensible. The heroism and sense of 
duty of our soldiers justify our confi- 
dence that they will never be found 
wanting, even when fighting against 
numerically superior forces.” 


Urges Home Army. 

Dr. Helfferich, minister of the in- 
terior, said: 

“The home army and the field army 
in this war join hands for an indis- 
soluble union. Underneath the Ger- 
man soil are rich treasures, but they 
must be lifted. to the daylight.” 

Dr. Helfferich then quoted a Ger- 
man song which a century ago dur- 
ing the war of deliverance inspired the 
German troops—‘The Lord Who Made 
Iron to Grow Wants No Slaves.”

MR. KAUFFMAN’S BOOK. 


A communication from Reginald Wright 
Kauffman with reference to adverse criti- 
cism of a lynching episode in his recent 
novel, “The Mark of the Beast,” is pre- 
pented elsewhere on this page. 

The episode is one “wherein a white 
man of southern birth assaults a white girl 
and accuses an innocent negro, whose 
lynching he subsequently assures.”’ 

As to this, Mr. Kauffman says that two 
charges are made or implied: that the 
situation is incredible, and that in exploit- 
ing it “he has insulted the south.” 

It is, indeed, incredible, and the: situation 
is undoubtedly overdrawn. | 

Among representative southern men 
from whom the,.author solicited an expres- 
sion of opinion as to the charge that the 
episode insults the south, and whose views 
are given in*his communication to The Con- 
stitution, is Governor Stuart, of Virginia. 

In substance Governor Stuart replies, as 
Mr. Kauffman quotes, that while he favors 
educating the people to respect the law, 
there can be no approval of “efforts to in- 
flame the public by the presentation of an 
incredible situation.” 

It is with Governor Stuart’s comment 
that Mr. Kauffman is chiefly concerned— 


.and rightly so; for he is chief executive of 


a state In which there has not been a lynch- 
ing In twenty years; where justice is admin- 
istered with even hand, and no guilty man, 
however high his.station, escapes. He 
knows the south, and what he says of south- 
ern conditions counts for something. 

The author need not disclaim any inten- 
tion of insulting the south; that, as he says, 
was far from his thought, and the inference 
of such deliberate intention would be an 
injustice to him. 

Governor Stuart’s statement that he 
stands for educating the public to respect 


‘the law is worthy of special commendation. 


On the lynching question there can be 
no disagreement—there is absolutely none 
between Governor Stuart and Mr. Kauffman: 
there is only one way to stifle: the. mob 
spirit, and that is. to enforce the’ law—to 
bring the people, enlightened or unlettered, 
to respect it. 

And that is what Virginia more than any 
other southern state has: done through.the 
elimination of maudlin sentimentality from 
court procedure, and by the imposition of 
the certain penalties for law infringement. 
And that is why Virginia has not had a 
lynching in twenty years. 

So Mr. Kauffman’s communication, while 
it is personal with reference to the miscon- 
struction of his sentiments touching the 
south, brings Virginia into bright light on 
the law enforcement question; and the 
sooner other states emulate the example of 
Virginia in that respect the better it will 
be for them.

PLODDING COUNTERFEITER. 

“Ah, it is the war that is the cause of all 
my misfortune!” was the plaint some days 
ago in a Paris court of a little fellow arrest- 
ed for making false money.

which returned to him 10 francs a day net in 
good coin. He Knew the danger that attend- 
ed the making of false money and more than 
that, he Knew the danger of putting into 
circulation too great a quantity of this 
“merchandise.” 

So with rare caution and judgment, he 
made each morning only twenty pieces, of a 
franc each, which he went at midnight to 
pass in certain quarters.

With his 10 frances daily he 
livea simply on the fifth floor in the Rue 
Mauffetard. Then the war came on. 

“Gentlemen of the jury,” said the defend- 
ant in his examination, with the sad tone of 
an honest dealer explaining the cause of his 
failure, “you are going to know the causes 
of my unfortunate situation. Tin, antimony 
and lead, which I use in manufactur'ng my 
merchandise, have increased in cost.

To enable my- 
self to exist I was obliged to make a great 
quantity. And this proved my downtall.’

MOSES, NOT DAVID, WROTE IT. 

Chauncéy Depew probably expected a con- 
troversy when he recently denounced the 
Psalmist for limiting man’s years on earth 
to 70, but he couldn’t have anticipated the 
form it has taken. The following is, one of 
several letters addressed to the editor of 
The New York Tribune which Mr. Depews 
statement has called forth: 

“Mr. Depew, according to your report of 
his interesting address on not growing old, 
took exception to the familiar observation 
in the ninetieth Psalm that the days of our 
years are threescore and ten. He assumed 
that David wrote the Psalm, and argued, 
since David's life was so irregular, strenu- 
ous and violent, that he may have been, or, 
at any rate, have felt, prematurely old. 

However that may have been, the fact. 1s 
that the ninetieth Psalm was never attrib- 
uted to David. If Mr. Depew had looked at 
the heading of the Psalm as given in 
Bibles he would have noticed that it Is 
entitled ‘A Prayer of Moses, the Man of God.’ 
Such is the Jewish tradition. Even if David 
shortened his years by his manner of life 
he did not, at any rate, déclare that 70 is 
the limit and that a possible few years more 
or less.are labor and sorrow. It may not be 
Moses that wrote the Psalm, but tradition 
has it so. 

“It is said that Moses lived to be 129 years 
old and that his eye was not dim nor his 
natural force abated. It is also observed in 
the narrative that when he 
out of Egypt he was fourscore years old, and 
did good service for forty years more, This 
should be encouraging to Mr. Depew, the 
octogenarian, whose eye is not dim, nor his 
spontaneous humor abated.”

place long ago, and the earth’s atmosphere 
would be devoid of life-sustaining oxygen, 
and, in place of water, our oceans would be 
composed of concentrated nitric acid. 


Much has been said recently about the 


‘process of extracting atmospheric nitrogen by 


means of electricity. It is a fact that, in 
tassing through an electric arc, the oxygen 
and nitrogen of the air combine to form ni- 
tric oxide—which accounts for the odor which 
is so noticeable in the immediate vicinity of 
a flash of lightning. Many attempts have 
been made to put this scientific fact on a 
practical basis, but thus far the only chem- 
ically successful efforts have been made in 
Norway, where an enormous amount of wa- 
if available for electric genera- 
of about a third or a fourth 
that for development in our coun- 
try. The power requirements necessary to 
this so-called are process are vast, and ac- 
cordingly power costs have prevented exten- 
sion of ‘its use on any great scale outside of 
Norway. 

Another method of recovering nitrogen 
from the air, known as the cyanamid process, 
is dependent on the fact that ordinary calcium 
carbide, When heated to. the proper temper- 
ature, may be made to absorb nitrogen gas, 
forming a combination of calcium, carbon 
and nitrogen, known as calcium cyanamid, 
a name with which most farmers using fer- 
tilizers are familiar. Cyanamid manufacture 
employs only about a fifth the electric pow- 
er required by the are process, but never- 
theless electric power is a very considerable 
factor in its cost of production, and like the 
are process it has not obtained a foothold 
in this country. 

Available Atmospheric Nitrogen. 

A third means of rendering atmospheric 
nitrogen available is Known as the Haber 
process, which takes nitrogen from the air 
and hydrogen from the water. By means of 
great pressure they are made to combine into 
ammonia, a combination of these two ele-

ess has been developed in Germany, but 
owing to technical difficulties, has not made 
great headway even in that country. 

Coal contains about one per cent of ni- 
trogen and in the course of coal-product op- 
erations, such as the manufacture of coke 
in connection with metallurgical work, or of 
gas for municipal supply, the nitrogen 
emerges in the guise of ammounia. In this, 
the third great source of fixed nitrogen, our 
country has advanced to greater proficiency; 
we are producing coal-product ammonia at 
the rate of around a quarter of a million 
tons in sulphate form per year. The amount 
is constantly increasing as modern methods 
of by-product coking replace the antiquat- 
ed.wasteful bee-hive methods, whereby an- 
other half million tons are still allowed to 
escape annually along with proportionate 
amounts of other valuable coal products. 

No matter what the present associations 
of nitrogen are, whether in coal, mineral ni- 
trate deposits, or what-not, the atmosphere 
ig the original source of nitrogen. When 
we speak of the three current sources, it 
is only by way of indicating the present- 
day whereabouts of the major portion of 
the earth’s supply, for it is more or less 
ever-present. The four processes mentioned 
do not by any means account for all of the 
nitrogen catering to the wants of man, When 
the farmer raises a crop to be plowed under 
as fertilizer, for instance, he is merely es- 
tablishing a temporary atmospheric nitro- 
gen plant of his own. 

Cotton Seed Bears Nitrogen. 

Along the same general line, cotton seed 
and various other organic materials are ni- 
trogen-bearing to an important extent; still, 
broadly speaking, the four processes eénu- 
merated are the agencies upon which the 
world is dependent today, not only for the 
artificial means with which to wage wars, 
but what is far more important, the means 
of providing food for the hungry mouths 
fighting at the battle front and laboring at 
home. 

in this connection, the current situation 
in Germany is of special interest, cut off as 
she is from imports, and dependent upon her 
own resources. At the outset they consisted 
in a highly developed coal-product industry 
yielding sulphate of ammonia at the rate 
of a half million tons a year, a cyanamid in- 
custry netting around sixty thousand tons 
of cyanamid, and a Harber process develop- 
ment capable of about thirty thousand tons 
annually. 

Since then, she has had to meet her enor- 
mous demands for nitrogen in the form of 
nitric acid in munitions manufacture, while

like needs, such as agriculture. To do this, 
she has erected one small arc-process plant 
capable of a few thousand tons production, 
enlarged her Harber process activities to the 
extent of around two hundred thousand tons 
of ammonium sulphate, and ,developed her 
cyanamid production to a total of well over 
half a million tons. These together with her 
coal-product ammonia represent a grand to- 
tal of over one and a half million tons of am. 
monium sulphate from which to meet her com 
bined nitrogen requirements.

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BLAMES HIGH PRICES 
ON STORAGE HOUSES 


Trust Has Been Formed to 
Boost the Cost of Food, 
Claims New York Investi- 
gator. 


New York, November 30.—The exe 
istence of an interstate combination of 
cold storage houses to keep up the food 
prices was charged today by Joseph 
Hartigan, commissioner of weights and 
measures, who as secretary of Mayor 
Mitchel’s committee on food supply is 
investigating the cost of living with a 
view to effecting relief for consumets. 

“There is a so-called cold storage 
trust,” Mr. Hartigan said. “Its mem- 
bership comprises seventy-five cold 
storage warehouses in New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut. It is believed 
that, to evade the laws of the various 
states, it is made easy for the owner 
of goods in one cold storage warehouse 
to hold his goods in one state until 
just before the time expires for the 
goods to be released and then to move 
them to a warehouse in another state 
and keep them there as long as the law 
allows in that other states. The laws 


relating to cold storage houses are a/! 


joke from a national standpoint. If 
the federal government were to take 
under its cloak all the cold storage 
houses in ‘the country and make one 
comprehensive law for them, the evil 
would be abated.” 

Thrift clubs to reduce the cost of 
living will be organized by the Na- 
tional Housewives’ league, Mrs. Julian 
Heath, president of the organization, 
announced here tonight. A campaign, 
she asserted, which “will be the great- 
est movement ever undertaken for the 
protection of the consumer,” will be 
started tomorrow. 

“A regular plan of work has been 
outlined for the thrift units,’’ said Mrs. 
Heath, “which will enable housewives 

to reduce the cost of living by their 
practice of thrift in adjusting their 
homes and housekeeping to the present 
conditions and holding all prices at as 
near a normal figure as possible con- 
sistent with a square deal for all.” 
FEW TURKEYS SERVED 
ON CHICAGO TABLES 
(thicago, November 30.—Despite yes- 
, terday’s sudden slump in the retail and 
wholesale markets, fewer turkeys were 
served on Chicago tables today than 
on any Thanksgiving day for years, 
dealers asserted. A few firms, open 
this morning, quoted prices four and 
five cents a pound below yesterday’s 
high point, the birds selling at whole- 
sale at from 25 to 27 cents a pound, and 
the retail prices of the small dealers 
ranging from 28 to 35 cents a pound, 
with comparatively few buyers. Oth- 
er fowl also dropped in price, but the 
declines were less sharp than those on 
turkeys. 

Reports indicated that a number of 
turkey raisers who shipped last week 
when turkeys brought around 32 cents 
a pound in the wholesale market and 
whose carload lots arrived just as the 
slump set in, were ordering their live 
birds back rather than sell them at 
the low prices. 

Merchants pointed out that the crest 
of the demand has been-vreached and 
attributed the slump to the disinclina- 
tion of dealers to carry the fowls over 
while many consumers asserted that 
the activities: of the various organiza- 
tions which have been urging house- 
wives not to purchase turkeys atl the 
high prices were responsible.

Bucharest is declared to be changing 
into a war camp. Half of the popula- 
tion already has left the Rumanian 
eapital, according to reports puclished 
by the Swiss newspaper, the Berne 
Fund, and accommodation in the trol- 
ley cars already is limited. 

General Berthelot, the French mili- 
tary strategist with the Rumanian 
army, and the chief of police of 
Lucharest are reported by the Local 
Anzieger to have issued an order di- 
recting the majority of the population 
of the capital, especially women and 
children, to leave the precincts cf the 
feortress of Bucharest within five days. 
It is stated that they will be trans- 
ported at public expense to country 
places. The railroad running to 
CGalatz and Jassy is declared to be 
taxed beyond its capacity and addi- 
tional travel to those cities is not per- 
mitted. 

All persons Py eye in Bucharest 
will be employed for military and sani- 
tary duty and from November 29 all 
food supplies are reported to have been 
trken under the control of the military 
officers to be dealt by them to the 
public daily. 

According to this report, every in- 
habitant more than 16 years.old, must 
report at military headquarters where 
a decision is given as to how long they 
remain in Bucharest.

SAVED AFTER 23 DAYS 


on rege ceeke** FLEE FROM BUCHAREST, ON WATER-LOGGED SHIP 


‘Captain and Crew of Tiny 
Schooner Rescued in 


Mid-Ocean. 


New York, November 80.—The story 
| of the rescue in mid-ocean of the cap- 
_ tain and five men of a tiny schooner 
after they had suffered twenty-three 
days of hardships on their water-logged 
vessel, was told by the officers of the 
American oil tanker Gold Shell, which 
reached port today. 

The shipwrecked vessel was the Brit- 
| ish schooner Arthur H. Wight, of St. 
Johns, Newfoundland, Captain Diamond, 
bound from Alicante, Spain, to her 
home port, with salt. She was of 
ninety-nine tons register. 

According to Captain Hayes, of the 
Gold Shell, the Wight’s distress sig- 
nals were sighted November 28. 

The rescuers found the echooner 
water-logged, the bulwarks, deck houses 


and lifeboats swept away and the sails 
and upper, spars gone. In the shelter 
of the mainmast the captain and crew 
were huddled, exhausted. The schooner 
Was set on fire to prevent her becom- 
ing’ a menace to navigation. 

Captain Diamond said his vessel left 
Alicante early in September. After 
being buffeted by head winds for 
weeks he ran into a northwest gale 
on November 5. From that time on 
the crew fought hunger, thirst and the 
elements. They had given themselves 
up for lost when the tanker arrived. 

The Gold Shell left New Orleans for 
Bordeaux in June. On July 10 she 
struck a mine in the Bay of Biscay 
and reached Bordeaux in a sinking con- 
dition. After making temporary re- 
pairs she roceeded to Rotterdam, 
where she lay in dry dock for two 
months. 


TRAWLERS REPORTED 
SUNK WITHOUT WARNING 


London, November 30.—Lloyds re- 
ports the sinking of the British steam- 
Ship Reapwell. 

A large German submarine on Tues- 
day afternoon made an attack without 
warning, according to Lloyds, on the 
Brixham fishing fleet. Two trawlers 
were sunk by gunfire and bombs, and 
another was disabled. The masters and 
crews were saved. The submarine is 
reported to have fired on the boats 
after the trawlers were abandoned. 


The Reapwell, 8,417 tons ss, was 
built in 1900 at West Hart — and 
owned by the Reapwell Steamship com- 
pany, of London. 


MINT DIRECTOR 
URGES 21-2-CENT COIN 


Washington, November 30.—A two 
and one-half cent piece is demanded by 
the country, according to the director 
of the mint whose annual report made 
public today recommends passage of @ 
law authorizing coins of that denomin- 
a‘ion from copper and nickel. 

“When you consider that we have no 
coin between the one cent picce and 
the five cent piece and that many an 
article worth more than a cent and less 
than five cents sells for the latter price 
because of the lack of an intermedi- 
ate monetary unit of value,” says the 
director, “the economic importance of 
it will be readily seen. Articles which 
new sell for fifteen cents each or two 
fcr a quarter would sell for 12% cents. 
Popular shops, such as the five ard ten 
cent stores would undoubtedly place 
articles now selling two for five cents, 
on sale at two and one-half cents.”’ 


GERMAN BANKS SHIP 
GOLD TO SWITZERLAND 


Geneva, Switzerland, November 30.— 
(Via Paris.)—Germany has sent 10,000,- 
000 marks in gold to Switzerland to 
equalize the rate of exchange. The 
bullion arrived .at Berne this morning 
and was transported to the Swiss Na- 
tional bank. 

The price of the mark continues to 
fall. It was quoted here today at 84.60 
and the crown at 52.60, while the rate 
of exchange with the entent allies, 
though below par, fluctuates slightly. 


GOOD CROP OF GRAINS 
REPORTED IN FRANCE 


Paris, November 30.—Complete  of- 
ficial statistics of the crops in 1916 
show that the wheat crop is only 3% 
per cent short of that of 1915, though 
the surface sowed was 5 per cent less.

Curry Stopped by Tigers. 
Wortham Star of the Game: 
Both Teams Miss Golden 
Opportunity to Tally. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 30.— 
Wasted opportunities by both elevens 
at critical stages spell the story of the 
scoreless tie to which Vanderbilt and 
Sewanee battled this afternoon on 
Dudley field in one of the most ragged 
games which has ever been played here. 
A fumble in the first period within the 
shadow of Sewanee’s goal by Floyd 
lost the Commodores their best chance 
for a touchdown. Herring, who was 
rushed into the game in.the third pe- 
riod, with the ball on Vanderbilt’s 11- 


yard line, for a try for field goal, lifted 
the ball less than three feet trom the 
ground, Lipscomb intercepting and run- 
ning it back for 20 yards before he 
was downed. 

Vanderbilt's boasted versatile attack 
failed to develop. The aerial offense 
was easily broken un by the alert Se- 
wanee forwards, while the Commodore 
backs were never able to consistently 
pierce the rugged Tiger defense. Curry 
who played the entire game, in spite 
of a wrenched ankle, was easily smoth- 
ered and frejuently thrown for losses. 

Wortham, the Sewanee halfback, was 
the individual star of the game, his 
broken field running and return of 
pumts being of brilliant caliber. In the 
third periog he broke through the Van- 
dy line for a run of forty yards, the 
longest of the game and was clear for 
a touchdown when Lipscomb tackled 
him so\savagely from behind that he 
was forced to retire. He later return- 
ed to the game. 

Both elevens sent new line-ups into 
the game, Williams of Vanderbilt being 
declared ineligible two hours before 
the game on a technical, ruling made 
by President Walker, of the 8. 1. A. A., 
and did not play. The new combina- 
tion, together with the crippled con- 
dition of Curry, greatly handicapped 
Vanderbilt, the majority of Sewanee’s 
gains being made off Blair, who re- 
placed Williams 

The handling of the oval by both 
elevens was little short of atrocfous, 
while both Zerfoss and Clark, under 
acute conditions were guilty of wretch- 
ed punting which threatened to result 
disastrously and would have only for 
an offsetting bungle by the opposing

Plainsmen Given Drubbing 
By Yellow Jacket Champs 


Worst Beating Auburn Has Received Since 1905. 
Score 33 to 7—9,405 Paid Admissions at Field. 
Crowd Went Over 10,000, Including Passes. 
Robinson, Auburn’s Lone Star—Strupper, 
Spence, Morrison, Hill and Johnston on Of- 
fense, and Carpenter, Phillips, Dunwoody and 
Lang on Defense—Line Outplayed Auburn.

The Tech Yellow Jackets earned 4 
clear-cut claim to the southern foot- 
ball championship Thursday afternoon 
| by handing the Auburn Plainsmen the 
worst drubbing a Donahue-coached 
eleven has received since 1905, the final 


count being 33 to 7. 

The swamping of the Plainsmen was 
watched by the biggest crowd of foot- 
ball fans that has ever attended a foot- 
ball game in this city. It was a record 
for the other cities to shoot at for a 
while. 

Professor W. N. Randle, director of 
athletics at Tech, announced that the 
official paid attendance was 9,405. 
hen the press, faculty and team 
passes are all included it is safe to 
estimate that the crowd was over the 
10,000 mark, and it was a happy crowd 
all day, the majority of it happier if 
possible when the game was over. 

The concrete stands were filled, so 
were the side lines, the bank on the 
east end of the field, the stand on the 
south end and a bunch of temporary 
stands erected for the Auburn student 
body, on the east side. It was a won- 
derful crowd, a fit crowd for the cl.s- 
ing of the most successful football sea- 
son in the history of Atlanta. 


Jackets Invincible. 


When news flitted across the field 
that Tennessee had been held toa 0 to 0 
score by Kentucky State, every Tech 
supporter promptly and justly claimed 
the southern championship for the in- 
vincible Jackets. 

The Plainsmen could not cope with 
the Jackets any more than the Red and 
Black was able to do‘ten days previous. 
The formations went off with machine- 
like precision, and while the Audurn 
defense was stouter than that offered 
by Georgia, it was overturned just as 
all other defenses have been overturaed 
all season. 

The Tech forwards again demon- 
strateq that they have the best set of 
forwards in the south on the offense, 
and on the defense as well. They 
opened up splendid holes for their 
backs, acted fine on interference and 
drove through on the defense and re- 
peatedly spified the Auburn runner be- 
hind the line. 

Since we have been covering football 
in Atlanta, a period of eight years, we 
have never seen an Auburn rush line 
put out of plays. But Thursday they 
were not only put out of them, but 
thrown back on to their own men, and 
at other times pushed out of the way. 

Prendergast, usually a reliable punt- 
er, was so hurried by the hard charging 
Jackets who smashed through his 
guarding fellows, that some of his kicks 
were blocked, others deflected and but 
one of them, his first one of any re- 
spectable distance. 

Auburn Donated Score. 

The Plainsmen had as much chance 
to score on the Jackets as @ rabbit 
would have fenced in by five dogs. 
Their tally was the result of a quick 
piece of thinking on the part of Camp- 
bell. 

The Plainsmen kicked off to start 
the third quarter. Johnston let the ball 
roll to see whether or not it would go 
over the goal line. He played it wise- 
ly, but when it did not, he ought to 
have fallen on it.

The Jackets hammered the Auburn 
line 41 times for 130 yards, while the 
Plainsmen hit the Jacket forwards 10 
tines for 21 yards.

Auburn tried ten forward passes and 
worked three of them for a total of 43 
yards gain. Tech tried thirteen. She

Auburn punted nine times for a total 
of 440 yards, while Tech punted five 
times for a total of 285 yards. Tech re- 
turned Auburn’s punts a total of 16 
yards, while Auburn failed to return a 
Tech punt an inch, so well did the Téch 
tackles and ends cover tie kicks. : 

Tech was penalized 12 times during 
the game for a total of 79 yards, while 
Auburn had but one penalty inflicted, a 
five-yard one. Both teams were thrown 
for a loss five times, while each made 
two fumbles. Auburn was stopped 
many times without a gain or a 108s. 


The Game's Features. 


Everett Strupper was again the 
bright start of the Jackets. He demon- 
strated to even the most skeptical that

Auburn tried many forward passes in 
the fourth quarter, failing in six of 
the nine she tried. Auburn held on 
to her three-yard line in the fourth 
quarter, the first time she held the 
Jackets during the game, and then 
Prendergast had another kick blocked 
by the wide-awake’Phillips, who came 
near recovering it, but it slipped from 
his grasp and an Auburn man recoy- 
ered after a 15-yard gain. 

An exchange of punts followed. The 
Jackets started a march, were penal- 
ized 15 yards for holding, then tried 
a forward pass, having it intercepted, 
the only pass.intercepted by either side 
during the game. 

The Plainsmen were unable to gain 
and punted after working one out of 
four forward passes.
